Even now, before any pre- 
parations are made, patients are applying every 
day at the house for medical aid, and none be- 
come the recipients of such aid without Christian 
exhortations, either printed or spoken, accompa- 
nying it. The diseases for which help is chiefly 
sought are those of the eye, ulcers, rheumatism, 
and injuries; and the readiness with which the 
foreign medicines are taken, and the patience 
with which the people submit to surgical opera. 
lions, arc strong indications of the confidence felt 
by them towards the missionaries. Some of the 
| Chinese arealready giving evidence that they see 
‘an inseparable connection between the Christian 
exhortation and the physical remedy. Insomuch, 
indeed, that those hostile to the religion of Christ 
are unwilling to apply for medical aid, lest they 
‘should by some means imbibe correct views of 
leternity.

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 


The receipts into the treasury for the year end. 
ing April lst, 1844 were $13,401 76. Including 
those of auxiliaries, 51,811 52. Deducting the 
liabilities from the amount in the treasury at the 
close of the year there was a balance against the 
Society of $3,869 G1. 

The receipts for the year ending April 1st,1845, 
were $18,675 68, being $5,273 92 more than the 
previous year. Including those of auxiliaries the 
amount is $49,300 89. 

At the same date the resources of the Society 
immediately available were $4,236 49, and the 
liabilities $11,745 21 making the balance against 
the Society, $7,508 72. 

By energetic and prudent efforts our collect- 
ing agents have increased our funds beyond the 
amount of any previous year, and enabled us to 
extend missionary operations considerably ; em- 
bracing some important stations, which promise 
increased strength to the cause, and liberal re- 
turns to the treasury, at no distant period. It is 
proper, however,to add, that a much larger amount 
than has been placed at our disposal, might have 
been advantageously employed in promoting the 
important objeets of the Society, While we have 
unhesitatingly appropriated aid to the needy as 
our means allowed, we have not felt authorized 
or disposed to anticipate supplies to any amount 
which might, by any contingency, prove embar- 
rassing. Our experience has satisfied us that 
this policy is mot only the safest, but, in the end, 
ihe most efficient. 

MISSIONARY OPERATIONS. 


Encouraged by increased receipts into the trea. 
sury, we have favorably responded to the greater 


part of the applications regularly presented for | 


missionary appointments. The unprecedented 
increase of population in seme of the States have 
caused continual applications for aid in men and 
money ; neither of which, however, especially the 
first, have we been able to furnish to the requisite 
extent. 

Previous to the last anniversary @ missionary 
was appointed te proceed to Oregon, but for sat- 
isfactory reasons his departure was deferred. An- 
other has been more recently appointed to accom- 
pany him to that new and distant field, and, with 
a numerous company of emigrants, among whom 
are many Baptist families, they are now prose. 
cuting their long and dangerous journey across 
the Rocky Mountains. We are happy in beliey. 
ing that the physical, intellectual and moral qual. 
ifications of both of those brethren, together with 
great experience as pioneer missionaries, eminent. 
ly fit them for the difficult serviee in whieh they 
have volunteered.

| Chinese Sabbath Congregations at the Chapels 
' are remarkably attentive, and sometimes crowded 
| to exeess. We are now about to appeal once more 
| to the foreign community for pecuniary aid, to 
| enable us to enlarge and improve the Queen’s 
| Read Chapel, so as more comfortably to accom- 
modate the increasing congregations, and also to 
keep pace with the improvements of the town.— 
The new Bazaar Chapel is just completed, and is 
every way alarger, better, and more convenient 
building than the old one. It is loeated just in 
| the midst of the new bazaar, is forty-three feet 
square, built of brick two stories high, and was 
erected through the liberality of the forcign com. 
munity. ‘The auditory and vestry are on the up- 
per floor ; while the dispensary, book depository, 
and seven rooms for native preachers are on the 
lower floor. It is designed to hoid Divine Service 
there, entirely in Cbimese, three times on the 
Sabbath, and every evening during the week,— 
Two substantial Scheol-houses have been erected 
during the year—one for boys, fifty-five feet by 
twenty-five, two stories high; the other for girls, 
thirty-five feet by twenty-five, one story —chiefly 
through contributions from kind and disinterested 
friends in China. In the Boarding School are 
twenty Chinese boys, and six Chinese girls, whe 
are under the daily superintendence and instrue- 
tion of Mrs. Devan. On the 23d of October, we 
had the pleasure of welcoming to the bosom of 
our mission, the Rev. T..T’. Devan, M. D., and 
Lady from New York city. They came from 
the Baptist Board as the first fruits of our appeal 
to the six cities. ‘The arrival of these missiona- 
ties was most timely and providential.

The anniversary of this infant Society was held at the 
Rev. Dr. Cone’s ehureh, Broome street, New York, on 
Thursday evening, May 9. The Rev. De. Beecher pre- 
sided. The Rev. Dr. Huttoa introduced the exercises of 
the evening by prayer and by reading the 55th chapter of 
Rev. Dr. Roosevelt read the Report. It boasted 
of no very extensive results, inasmuch as the Society da. 
ring the past year has been rather in a forming mate. The 
experience of the past year had proved the practicability of 
the design of the Society, which is that of enlisting the 
sympathies of existing denominations in the spiritual wel.

testantism. Itis counted by some the misfortune of Pro. 
testantism. I count it the felicity ef Protestantism, that it 
is so disorganized that jt is incapable of acting by such ma- 
chinery ; and our friends here to-night, who may be caleu- 
lating to transmit our proceedings to the eourt of Rome, 
may take note of this, that we admit and glory in our inca- 
pacity for that kind of action by which Popery achieves its 
iriumphs. We act openly and freely. We act, and are 
to act, only by suggestion and discussion, by the diffusion 
of ideas—nay, of one idea mainly, and of other ideas only 
as they follow inthe train of them. We insist that it is 
every man’s right on God's feotstool to read God's book. 
We insist that,as God now commands all! men every whers 
to repent, it is the privilege and duty of all men to know 
by exercises of their own minds, those vast and stupend- 
ous motives by which God sanctions and enforces his com- 
mands. This is our position. This one idea we wish to 
inculeate. We wish todo it in Europe, and wherever we 
may in this propitious time—now in the lull, as it were, of 
the storm of revolution—now, ere the clouds which are 
gathering in the horizon, ahall sweep over Europe in storms 
of military violence.

Am. Bap. Anti-Slavery Convention. 

The annual meeting of this Society was held in the Me- 
Dougal.st. meeting-house, N. ¥., May 7. A _ business 
committee, consisting of C. P. Grosvenor, W. H. Brisbane, 
J.N. Barbour, W. L. Judd and A. S. Post, was appointed. 
This commit:ee reported a set of resolutions which were 
adopted, the substance of which is, that the funds in the 
Treasury of the Provisional Committee be paid over to the 
Treasurer of the Convention, and that the Convention be 
dissolved,—that the Executive Committee be instructed to 
pay out immediately all funds in the Treasury for the sup- 
port of Mr. and Mrs. Wade, or in case of their death to 
some other Baptist anti-slavery missionaries, and that the 
Treasurer be instructed to receive no more funds for the 
purpose of either domestic or foreign missions. The Ex. 
ecutive Committee were instructed to carry into effect the 
resolution for the disposal of the funds as soon as possible, 
and then announce the dissolution of the Am. Baptist An. 
ti-Slavery Convention.

Southern Baptist Convention, 

This Convention, agreeably to the recommendation of 
the Virginia Baptiet Board of Foreign Missions, assembled 
at Augusta, Ga., on the appointed day, Thursday, May 8. 
About 300 delegates were present from the States of Ma. 
ryland, Virginia, North and South Carolina, Georgia, Ala- 
ray Louisiana, Kentucky and from the District of Colum.

President. A committce of sixteen was appointed to pre- 
pare a preamble and resolutions for the action of the Con- 
vention.

American and Foreign Baptist Missionary Society. 

This Society is of recent origin. Its annual meeting 
was held on the 8th of May, in the MeDougal-st. meeting- 
house. Rev, W. H. Brisbane of Cincinnati, O. was re. 
elected President. Amount of receipts $2,294, 27; ex. 
penditures $1,809, 19; balance on hand $485, 08, Rev. 
Mr. Brisbane, the President, presented the following reso. 


‘lutions which were adopted : 


Resolved, That as the recent resolutions and diseussions 
in the old national missionary organizations of the Baptist 
denomination are considered by many persons in the com- 
munity as the promise of a final and definite separation 
from them of their pro-slavery members, and of the puri- 
ficatien of their treasuries from the known avails of slavery, 
and as a consequence that this Society ought to be dissolv. 
ed, we feel ourselves called upon to avow distinctly, that 
we shall continue to support the American and Foreign 
Baptist Missionary Society, at least until such separation 
shall have actually taken place, and the constitutional prin. 
ciples of those organizations shall have been so defined that 
their anti-slavery character sha!l be distinctly marked. 

Resolved, That we rejoice in the hope that the progress 
of anti-slavery principles among Baptists will, ere long, ef. 
fect the eradication of slaveholding principles from the old 
national religious organizations of the denomination ; and 
thus bring about a union of all true friends of the slave, in 
the great work of evangelical missions, 

Resolved, That in the prosecution of the objects of this 
Society we shall endeavor to avoid al! uncalled for and un- 
necessary conflict with other missionary organizations, and 
shall act in harmony with them so far as we can consist. 
ently with the eonstitutional principles of this Society. 


The last clause of the first resolution assumes the position 
of the Southern churches, viz: that the Missionary Board 
shall identify itself with the slavery question. The South 
has insisted that the Board should sympathise with slavery 
by appointing slavebolders @8 missionaries; this society 
that the ‘constitutional principles of the old national mis- 
sionary Board shall be so defined that their anti-slavery 
character shall be distinctly marked.’

And, lastly, this infraction of the resolution passed the 
last Spring at Philadelphia, and the General Board, at 
their late meeting at Providence, have failed to reverse 
this decision. 

Amid such circumstances, your Committee esteem it ab- 
solutely necessary that the friends of the Constitution of 
the Triennial Convention, and the lovers of the Bible, shall 
at once take their stand, amd assert the great Catholic 
principles of that Constitution and of the Word of God. 

Your committee, therefore, submit the following resoju- 
tion as embodying all that they are now prepared to sug. 
gest to your body. 

Resolved, That for peace and harmony, and in order to 
accomplish the greatest amount of good, and for the main. 
tenance of those Scriptural principles on which the gener- 
al Missionary Convention of the Baptist Denomination of 
the United States was originally formed, it is proper that 
this Convention at ence proceed to organize a Society for 
the propagation of the Gospel. 

A committee was then appointed to draw up the pro- 
posed organization. This committee made a report on Sat. 
urday, which was unanimously adopted, after due deliber- 
ation and debate. It stylesthe body the ‘Southern Bap. 
tists Convention” The second article is as follaws ; 

It shall be the desiga of this convention to promote For. 
eign and Domestic Missions and other important objects 
connected with the Redeemer’s Kingdom, and to combine 
for this purpose such portions of the Baptist Denomination 
in the United States as may desire a general organization 
for Christian benevolence, that shall fully respect the inde- 
pendence and equal rights ef the Churches. 

A committee was appointed to prepare an address to the 
public, setiing forth the reasons which have led to the 
formation of the Convention. In the afternoon the Con. 
vention proceeded to organize a provisional government 
under the Constitution,and then adjourned over to Monday. 


“Northern Arguments.”

Discovery or Ancient Treasure.—We find the follow. 
ing story in the Columbus (Georgia) Enquirer : 

We learn from a source which we think entitled to full 
credit, that a large deposit of silver coin was discovered a. 
bout two weeks since on the East bank of the Altamaha 
River, about five miles below the junction of the Ocmul. 
gee and Oconee, in Tatnall County. The place is called 
Milligan’s Blaff near Hail’s Ferry. The circumstances re- 
lated, are that a man by the name of John Mazo, discover- 
ed three dollars, which had been exposed by the blowing 
up of atree. Hecommenced examining the earth below. 
and the coin continued te appear, until he had exhumed 
the handsome amount of Forty-five Thousand Spanish 
Dollars. They appeared to have been deposited in can. 
vass bags, and at some remote period, as the latest date on 
the coin was over 160 years since. 

The place where they were found had the appearance 
ef an ancient fonificateon such as are common in many 
parts of Georgia, several of which may be seen in this vi- 
emity. When, or by whom this deposit was made, does 
not admit of a reasonable conjecture. It is undoubtedly, 
from the date of the coin, more recent than the expedi. 
tions of De Soto and others, of which we have some au. 
thentic aceount. 

The money, we anderstand, was found on the land of 
Mrs. Gray, a widow, in needy circumstances, and a rela. 
tive of the fortunate discoverer, who has shared it with her.

ra Leone to the King of the Mendi couniry, by which that | 


personoge was greatly enraged, as wel! as by various hos. 
ule demonstrations of the British against the slave estab. 
lishment at Seabar; all which he imputed to the agency 
of Mr. R. He said that if the English wanted to destrey 
the slave trade, they must destroy one half of Sierra Leone, 
for half of Sierra Leone was engaged in it, &c. 

After much talk of this kind, ia which the King inveigh. 
ed bitterly against the English and their attempts to de. 
stroy the trade, he told Mr. R, thathe must go; and fival. 
ly gave him a written notification that he must ‘clear out’ 
before the 7th of February 

This King bears the name of Henry Tucker, but it does 
not appear whether he is an African with an English name, 
or actually a white man. Mr. Raymond ascribes his con. 
duct to the instigation of Luiz and other slave traders,— 
His letier—which is addressed to the superintendent of the 
Wesleyan Mission at Sierra Leone—asks for advice as to 
the course he had better pursue ; whether he should go 
away, or remain and trust to the aid he might receive from 
the men-of-war. 

The Watchman says that Commodore Jones had resolv. 
ed to protect Mr. Raymond and suppress the traffic by al! 
the means in his power ; that be had burned the factory of 
Luiz at Seabar, and several other establishments at Galli.

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A Shipwreek Scene on board the Sheffield. 


Many of our readers are acquainted with the 
Rev. Dr. Cutler, of Brooklyn, New York, who 
with Mrs. Cutler, spent several months in Eng- | 
land Jast summer and autumn, on a visit for his 
health. They were on their voyage homeward 
exposed to severe tempests ; but at length, after 
many sufferings, the vessol, the Sheffield, of Liv. 
erpool, arrived within sight of land, and the pas- 
sengers expected speedily to reach their homes, 
when it struck, with one hundred and thirty per- 
sons on board, upon a shoal amidst furious break. 
ers, and during eleven hours death seemed im- 
pending without any hope of eseape. The wa- 
ter was rising; the ship was filling, and was 
gradually settling in the sea and sand: and the 
passengers and crew were crowded together,driv- 
gn at first from the ladies cabin: then from the 
afteabin ; and atlength retreating to the round 
house and deck ; and seeing the sea every mo- 
ment gaining on them. The boats would not 
hold half the persons on board ; nor were they 
launched, as the captain whisperingly told Dr. 
Cutler, the rush of the mass of the steerage pas- 
sengers would create dreadful confusion,and prob- 
ably cause all of them tobe swamped. Asteam- 
boat was insearch of them, but could not see 
them ; night came on ; the vessel was beating 
fearfully ; the blue lights and signal rockets were 
expended all but one ; and that wasseen by the 
people in the steamer ; who, at great risk to them. 
selyes,—dashed forward and brought deliverance ; 
so that not one perished. 
1¢ dees not fall within our ordinary province to 
notice events of this mature; which, alas! are 
numerous, and oftentimes most awful ; but the 
circumstances which occured in this case, during 
the solemn suspense between life and death,are 
so remarkable, that we think our readers will feel 
much interested in the following account of them, 
as related in a letter by our reverend friend be- 
fore mentioned. ‘The captain (C. W. Popham) 
appears to have been a devoutly religious man,as 
wellas an able officer. He had public worship 
twice on Sunday, and daily morning and evening 
ia the ladies’cabin. The following is Dr. Cutler's 
account of the occurrence after the ship struck. 
--London Christ. Observer. 


I was on deck when the ship struck. I imme. 
diately went down to my wife toafford her con. 
solation. Inafew moments all the cabin pas- 
gengerscame in a body to the ladies’cabin, and 
ene of them called for prayer to Almighty God. 
Phe ship was thon striking with great violence, 
and threatening almost instant destruction.— 
Kaeeling round the table,we poured out our hearts 
te God. When this prayer was offered, another 
was put up, and another. By this time the minds 
of alleeemed more calm. We sat down, and 
some endeavored 'o encourage others with the 
hope of being rescued from the wreek. But most 
of the passengers were silent—revolving over the 
event which in the short space of an hour bad ta- 
kepplace. Prayer was 600 again called for by 
some of the passengers, aud it was offered with a 
fervency and with responses from many present 
which it would be well to continue at all times. 
An hour hed now elapsed. It was proposed by 
our commander that we should take seme refres}y.
